Poultry  used  in  canning  and  other  processed  foods  in  April  totaled 
1S’,9U9>000  pounds  ready-to~cook  weight,  compared  with  13,598,000  pounds  in 
April  last  year*  The  quantity  consisted  of  lli.}172,000  pounds  of  chickens  and 
1>  777,000  pounds  of  turkeySe.  No  comparisons  with  last  year  are  available  for 
the  various  classes  used. 

The  quantity  of  poultry  certified  iinder  Federal  inspection  during  April 
totaled  62,965,000  pomds  compared  with  1^1,689,000  pounds  a year  earlier.  Of 
the  total,  56,982,000  pounds  were  chickens  and  other  poultry,  and  5,983,000 
pounds  were  turkeys.  During  April  last  year,  the  quantity  of  poultry  certified 
consisted  of  36, 201^,000  pounds  of  chickens  and  5,1+85,000  pounds  of  turkeys.
